Now Eugene Housman 
comes forward and makes an affidavit 
_ Bhat he was in the Court of 
Criminal Correction at the time the alleged 
Offense was committed and has a distinct 
recollection of what occurred, and be swears 
that Lehman did not testify as charged. On 
this ground andon the ground that though 
the officers of the Court of CriminaiCorrection 
@ould not remember the questions put to 
Lehman they were permitted to testify as to 
‘the invariable rule of practice in such cases, 


the motion for a new trial was inade, and 
Judge Thayer's opinion on it is as follows: 
THE OPINION. 

IT have exam ined the affidavits filed in sup- 
port of the motion for a new trial in the case 
of the United States vs. Lehman, and I have 
come to the conciusion, in viewof ali the cir- 
cumetances attending the late trial, that the 
accused should be given an opportunity to 

uce before a jury the additional testimony 
nding to establish his innocence that is dis- 
y affidavits now on file. 

Iam of theopinion that he is at least en- 
titled to the benefit of the testimony of 
Eugene Housman, who claims to be have been 
Present in the Court of Criminal Correction 
when the alleged false testimony was given 
by the accused and who also claims to have a 

reonal knowledge and present recoliiec- 
on of what the accused testified to 
on that occasion. As no similar testimony 
was deduced at the trial by the Government 
or by the accused, it is not merely cumlative 
evidence. The consequnces resulting from a 
conviction for perjury are so serious that 
every reasonable opportunity should, in my 
jodgment, be given to the accused to estab- 
lish 411 innocence, that may be afiorded 
consistently with fhe rules of practice, and 
by a liberal exercise of the ciscretionary 
powers of the court. 

Inasmuch, therefore, as the affidavits show 
that the accused will be able to produce a 
witness of good character, who will testify 
that he heard the defendant’s examination in 
the Court of Criminal Correction, and that de 
did not make any of the false statements im- 
puted to him; and inasmuch as such testi- 
mony is important and material, and if true 
the defendant ought not to undergo punish- 
ment for perjury, the Court is of the opinion 
that an opportunity should be given the ac- 
cused to produce the witness in question, and 
a new trial will be granted for that purpose. 

A NEW TRIAL. 

On the former trial the Government sum- 
moned as witnesses the judges of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, before whom the alleged 
false testimony was given. They could not 
racall the fact that the defendant had ap- 

d before them as a witness in the several 
naturalization proceedings mentioned in the 
indictment and, as a matter of course, could 
not undertake to say from their recollection 
of the particular Ae what evidence 
the accused had given, or that he had given 


any. 

By their testimony it was shown, eaten gtnd 
that the accused appeared as a witness 
was sworn in the naturalization — ings 
in question, and that certificates of naturaliza 
Lien bad been issued on his testimony. 

Thereupon the judges of the Court of Crim!- 
nal Correction were allowed to detail the line 
of examination Invariably pursued by them in 
such cases. 

To such testimony exception was taken at 
the time, and the admission of such testi- 
mony is assigned asan additional ground for 
a new trial. 

With reference tothat matter it is sufiicient 
to say that the court adheres to ite former 
former ruling. 

It is highly probable that a judge of a court 
or any other officer who has been called upon 
q to discharge a certain statutory 
duty would be able to recall with substantial 
accuracy and to describe the manner in 
which that duty had invariably been per-

A LIVELY STEER HUNT. 


A Herd of Texas Cattle at Large in Kansas 
City. 


KANSAS Crrr. Mo., Nov. 4. -A drove of Texas 
steers took in the town yesterday, and for 
about five hours bad the place all to them- 
selves.

THE KEY TO THE CITY. 

That St. Louis should have a system of 
terminal railway tracks reaching into and 
ramifying the business portions of the 
city, available for use at moderate and 
equal charges to all railroads which now 
enter or may enter the city, does not ad- 
mit of discussion. 

The advantage of such a terminal sys- 
tem is sélf-evident. It has been proved 
eonclusively by thé history of all great 
cities. The necessity of securing it as 
early as possible has also been demon- 
strated. Philadelphia is now in the 
agony of a struggle for terminal 
facilities, because the Pennsylvania and 
Reading railroads, having enjoyed a mo- 
nopoly of terminal privileges, are fighting 
bitterly all efforts to free the city from 
their bondage. A similar fight may per- 
haps be expected in some measufe here 
in St. Louis, and it should be settled be- 
fore any more and stronger interests are 
involved. Property in the business vor- 
tions of the city is becoming so valuable 
and so many corporations are seeking 
and securing facilities that there is immi- 
nent danger that railroads hereafter may 
knock in vain at the gates of St. Louis or 
be compelled to enter only through the 
payment of ruinous tribute to corpora- 
tions which have preceded them. The 
burdens of such a situation really fall 
upon the citizens. Public terminal fa- 
cilities are as important to business as 
streets and highways. 

Whether the terminal enterprise planned 
by the East End Improvement |Co. covers 
the ground as it should is a matter for 
careful consideration. One feature of 
paramount importance is the condition by 
which it cannot become a monopoly or a 
money making scheme. The tracks must 
be open to all roads and the charges lim- 
ited to only an amount necessary to pay 
interést and operating expenses. 

The subject is one which commands the 
earnest and honest attention of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. In its proper solution 
will lie in a large measure the growth and 
prosperity of St. Louis.

Ons of the reasons urged in Massachu- 
setts forthe adoption of the Australian 
ballot reform was that it would knock out 
the main pretext for assessing candidates, 
nominally for the expense of printing and 
distributing ballots, but really for money 
to be used corruptly. But both in Pennsyl- 
vania and Massachusetts the party com- 
mittees are raising large funds to payjthe 
poll-taxes of voters.

HE action of the Fi- 
mance Committee in 
publishing the reports 
of some of the sub- 
committees authoriged 
to collect for the 
World’s Fair Guaran- 
Fund has given rise to 
renewed activity, not 
only among the indus-

but also among those which had not yet been 

given out. The result as shown was most satis- 

factory, but the totals published will be very 

largely increased in the immediate future. 
MONEY POURING IN. 

A number of firms that had put off subscrib- 
ing under the belief that there was no partic- 
ular haste about the matter, on seeing the 
names of their business competitors in print 
standing opposite handsome sums were much 
disturbed atthe implication that they were 
less public-spirited and liberal, and hastened 
tosend in their contributions to Secretary 
Moffitt. These additional subscriptions will 
be published in ashorttime, as soon as all 
who so desire have had an opportunity to add 
their names to the roll. It is calculated that 
the increase will amount on an average to 
over 30 per cent. 

Not only were the men engaged in the 
branches of business whose subscriptions 
were published, spurred to renewed activity, 
but the effect was even more strongly marked 
in other directions.

been expected. Therivairy between the men 
engage in the same business, which 
was tolerably sharp. at first, bas been 
very great) increased by the publica- 
tion of the amounts contributed and 
those who have not yet subscribed are trying 
to make up in liberality what they lacked in 
promptitude. Those first in the fleld are not 
inclined tobe outdune by the late comers, 
and in several instances they have very ma- 
terlally increused their original figures. In the 
few cases in which the allotments have been 
larger than the subecriptivons, especial efforts 
have been made to raise the whole amounts, 
and the prospects are that in nearly all cases 
they will be attended with suc- 
cess. AS explained in the PostT- 
DisPatTou of aturday last, in some 
cases the assessments were placed unduly 
high, and in those instancesa full return is 
mot expected. With these few exceptions 
there ie nota doubt that nearly all industries 
will come up to the amount allotted, and in not 
a few the contributions will more than double 
the assessment. An answer frequently made 
to the collectors was thatif it was required, 
the contribution would be doubled and 
the action of a number of firms taken 
to-day proves conclusively that this 
was no idie boast.
